\Tlassmates,  —  If  I  believed  that  a  single  one  of  you  needed  to  be 
refreshed  by  the  sight  of  a  Latin  quotation,  I  should  write  the  full 
"  Tempora  mutantur"  and  make  it  a  text  for  my  explanation  of  the 
change  in  the  time  of  the  appearance  of  this  Report.  But  our  dear 
Alma  Mater  is  changing,  —  not  growing  very  old,  let  us  hope,  —  giving 
so  many  new  ideas  to  the  under-graduates,  so  many  conundrums  to  the 
older  graduates,  that  we  as"  a  loyal  class  must  perforce  fall  into  line, 
give  up  some  of  our  old  beliefs  and  customs,  and  take  the  fashions  of 
the  age  as  substitute.  We  voted  some  years  since  that  we  would  have 
an  official  report  from  the»  secretary  once  in  three  years,  and  that  the 
thin  private  record  of  our  Class  should  go  from  the  printer  side  by  side 
with  the  very  learned  and  interesting  public  record  of  the  College  Gradu- 
ates. Time,  or  what  passes  under  that  name,  has  changed  all  this,  and 
the  familiar  Triennial  has  been  swept  away  with  so  many  other  well- 
known  things;  and  the  fever-heat  of  "improvement"  calls  for  a  quinine- 
like named  publication  for  the  "University."  The  Class  of  1862  is 
never  behind  in  the  onward  march,  and  here  is  the  little  companion 
of  the  official  Catalogus  Universitatis  Harvardianae,  MDCCCLXXX. 
Take  the  new-comer  in,  read  it  carefully,  and  then  accept  my  apologies 
for  all  its  short-comings. 

I  address  my  apologies  to  those  only  who  have  aided  me  by  a  reply  to 
my  circular.  Those  who  have  taken  no  notice  of  this — and  they  are, 
as  you  will  see,  very  few — should  apologize  to  me  and  to  the  Class. 

I  had  wished,  in  view  of  the  changes,  so  many  and  so  deep,  that  have 
passed  over  our  College,  to  give  in  this  place  a  sketch,  however  brief,  of 
the  history  of  the  College  administration  for  the  past  five  years,  that 
those  of  our  number  who  live  at  a  distance  from  Cambridge,  and  those 
as  well  whose  vocations  keep  their  attention  at  a  distance  from  the 
College,  might,  in  some  measure,  understand  how  much  it  differs  from 
what  it  was  to  us  in  under-graduate  days.  I  am  called  away,  and  cannot 
do  this  as  it  should  be  done  :  indeed,  the  task  is  one  that  requires  great 
knowledge  of  the  inner  life  of  students,  as  well  as  the  view,  more  or  less 
superficial,  of  the  incumbent  of  the  presidential  chair :  the  great  body  of 
graduates  cannot  well  appreciate  the  change,  and  it  would  be,  perhaps, 
better  for  the  College  if  they  could  be  taught  by  some  careful,  wise,  and 
impartial  hand. 


The  student-life  has  changed,  as  my  relations  with  many  of  the  under- 
graduates for  the  past  ten  years  enable  me  to  know.  The  outward  ap- 
pearance of  the  College  yard  has  changed  almost  as  much  as  the  inner 
life  of  the  institution.  This  strikes  every  one  who  visits  Cambridge  at 
each  successive  Commencement,  and  this  I  had  hoped  to  illustrate  with 
several  views  of  the  newer  buildings.  We  felt  sorry  when  the  Appleton 
Chapel,  which  dated  from  our  freshman  year,  was  shut  out  of  the  yard 
by  the  huge,  unsightly,  and  uncomfortable  Thayer.  Gray's  did  its  best, 
in  a  more  polite  way,  to  shut  out  the  old  President's  House  ;  then 
Matthews  and  Weld  came  almost  together ;  old  Massachusetts  was 
pulled  to  pieces,  and  the  standing  walls  and  roof  which  have  covered  in 
so  many  generations  of  students  in  their  chambers,  and  so  many  college 
societies  in  their  halls,  now  look  solemnly  on  three-hour  examinations,  or 
the  annual  voting  for  overseers.  Harvard  Hall  has  been  much  changed  ; 
new  recitation-rooms  have  been  made  in  Holyoke,  and  the  college  societies 
removed  from  the  buildings  within  parietal  rule.  I  need  not  mention 
Memorial  Hall,  which  has  invaded  our  Delta,  and  driven  the  base-ball 
and  foot-ball  to  the  less  known  Jarvis  and  Holmes  fields.  The  new 
Gymnasium  marks  an  important  change  in  the  policy  of  the  College, 
and,  under  its  professor  of  hygiene,  will  make  itself  felt' in  the  physique 
of  the  children  of  '62,  who  return  to  Harvard.  The  newest  of  all  is 
Sever  Hall.  A  recitation-room,  with  comfortable  seats,  and  provided 
with  ventilation,  and  means  of  taking  notes,  was  a  luxury  we,  in  our  haste 
to  acquire  knowledge,  knew  nothing  of:  now  a  curiously-constructed 
edifice,  with  carved  brick  decorations,  short  but  massive  chimneys, 
diminutive  doors,  and  multitudinous  windows,  a  roof  of  red  tile,  —  that 
serves  as  a  beacon  by  day  to  the  gazer  from  the  neighboring  heights,  — 
contains  rooms  for  recitations  and  lectures,  fitted  with  every  modern 
luxury  of  steam-heat,  mechanical  ventilation,  easy-chairs  (rocking-chairs 
will  perhaps  be  added),  and  retiring-rooms  for  the  professors.  The 
artificial  aids  or  incentives  to  learning  seem  to  be  necessary,  and, 
fortunately,  generous  people  are  ready  to  furnish  the  necessary  funds. 
Before  another  Report  will  be  due,  a  large  legacy  will  be  expended  in  a 
new  building  whose  purpose  is  not  yet  determined. 

With  all  the  increased  activity  in  the  Academic  Department  an  even 
pace  is  kept  up  in  some  of  the  professional  schools  and  scientific  collec- 
tions connected  with  the  College.  The  Medical  School  is  to  have  a  fine 
new  building  on  the  Back  Bay;  the  Agassiz  Museum  has  more  than 
doubled  its  space ;  the  Peabody  Museum  of  Ethnology  has  been  built, 
and  partly  arranged  ;  the  Episcopal  Seminary  has  come  into  existence, 
with  its  chapel,  dormitories,  and  refectory:  and  the  Bussey  Institute 
and  Arnold  Arboretum  —  the  latter  in  charge  of  brother  Sargent  —  are 
additions  to  our  College  most  of  us  know  too  little  about. 

The  vast  increase  in  the  apparent  intellectual  activity  of  the  College  — 


due,  some  think,  to  its  great  material  prosperity  —  has  called  for  an 
increase  in  the  health  and  strength  of  the  students  who  are  called 
upon  to  bear  these  greatly  increased  burdens  ;  and  besides  the  new 
Gymnasium,  which  is  one  of  the  best  equipped  institutions  of  its  kind 
in  the  world,  athletic  sports  have  been  greatly  encouraged.  Lawn-tennis 
occupies  all  the  available  grassy  flats;  bicycles  spin  over  the  neighboring 
streets  ;  the  river  is  crowded  with  boats ;  and  some  of  the  graduates 
have  given  the  Boat  Club  a  fine  steam  launch  for  work  with  the  various 
crews. 

From  the  College  to  the  Class.  With  all  allowance  for  natural  preju- 
dice, we  can  claim  that  the  Class  record  is  a  good  one.  Three  of  our 
number  claim  the  honor  of  professorships  at  Harvard,  four  more  at 
other  colleges,  while  six  have  been  tutors  or  instructors  at  Cambridge, 
and  a  large  number  at  other  institutions.  In  law  we  have  men  called  to 
responsible  positions  ;  in  the  ministry  and  in  medicine  we  stand  well ; 
while  in  business  we  count  presidents  of  corporations  and  directors  by 
the  dozen.  In  science  we  have  two  or  three  men  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  ;  one  at  least  has  a  reputation  as  wide  as  the  country  ;  and 
three  have  been  enrolled  in  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 
Literature  has  known  the  hand  of  '62  in  a  quiet  way.  With  this  record, 
which  is,  I  assure  you,  much  better  than  that  of  most  of  the  classes 
whose  reports  I  read,  can  we  not  do  still  more  ? 

Our  report  is  still  incomplete.  Chadbourn,  Cole,  Coleman,  Davenport, 
Hazeltine,  Kemp,  Mathes,  Noyes,  Pritchard,  Washburn,  and  Wilson, 
have  not  written  to  me,  and  what  information  concerning  them  is  given 
in  the  body  of  this  Report  is  hearsay.  Will  those  of  you  who  know 
any  thing  about  these  classmates  send  to  me  such  information  ?  I 
have  seen  personally  during  the  past  year  forty  of  our  classmates,  — 
more  than  half  that  number  have  called  on  me,  —  and  one,  the  dis- 
tinguished professor  at  Princeton,  I  have  called  on  at  his  home,  and, 
after  an  interval  of  eighteen  years,  we  readily  recognized  each  other  as 
little  changed. 

In  two  years  more  we  shall  meet  our  twentieth  anniversary  as  the 
Class  of  1862.  Cannot  we  celebrate  it  in  such  a  social  way  as  may 
bring  together  many  of  our  number  ? 


From  the  living  we  pause,  and  turn  to  those  of  our  classmates  who 
will  no  more  gather  with  us  in  our  Class  anniversaries,  but  whose 
memory  we  shall  all  cherish.  In  the  past  five  years  three  more  have 
left  us,  —  the  soldier,  whose  patriotic  words  were  ringing  over  the 
country  when  I  sent  you  my  last  Report  ;  the  Class  chaplain,  whose 
pure  and  manly  life  has  not  been  less  powerful  in  the  paths  of  peace  ; 
and  our  classmate  in  the  west  whose  path  has  kept  him  from  the  more 


intimate  knowledge  of  the  class.  I  have  sent  you  the  last  picture  of 
Lecompte.  I  would  have  sent  also  a  picture  of  the  memorial  to  Bartlett ; 
but  this  is  not  yet  ready,  and  must  wait  for  another  Report. 

Our  Class  officers  have  contributed  largely  to  the  Roll  of  the  Dead,  — 
Chapman  of  our  Class  Committee,  McBurney  our  Marshall,  Dennett 
our  Poet,  and  Lecompte  our  Chaplain,  all  classmates  we  honored  in 
college  ;  and  their  names  may  well  stand  beside  those  who  have  been 
inscribed  on  the  tablet  in  Memorial  Hall. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  matter  which  is  largely  interesting 
the  younger  classes.  Since  the  establishment  of  the  Alumni  subscrip- 
tions to  the  "  General  Fund,"  most  of  the  graduating  classes  have,  in 
addition  to  a  very  large  Class  Fund,  subscribed  to  a  fund  for  the  college, 
the  income  to  be  used  for  general  purposes.  Investigation  by  the 
auditing  committees  of  some  of  these  classes  has  shown  that  these 
subscriptions  have  been  used  as  cash  to  be  appropriated  to  any  and  all 
purposes  ;  and  not  a  few  graduates  have  transferred  their  subscriptions  to 
their  Class  Funds  in  consequence.  Now,  if  the  College  Fund  is  to  meet 
its  purpose,  means  must  be  taken  to  prevent  any  misappropriation,  and  I 
consider  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  subscribers  in  our  class  to  this 
state  of  affairs. 

I  have  had  few  responses  to  my  call  for  suggestions  as  to  the  char- 
acter, form,  and  scope  of  our  Class  Reports  ;  but  one  classmate  gives  the 
matter  such  careful  consideration,  that  I  think  the  class  should  read  his 
views,  and  I  have  printed  his  letter  on  p.  12. 

I  have  been  so  promptly  answered,  and  so  kindly  helped  by  most  of 
the  Class,  that  I  have  no  words  of  blame  for  the  few  who  do  not  answer 
my  searching  questions ;  but,  with  the  simple  reminder  that  on  my  con- 
tributors falls  the  responsibility  of  this  Report,  I  thank  you  all.

CLASS    RECORD. 


June  25,  1875.  Holworthy  5.  The  Secretary  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  noon.  The  death  of  Brothers  Dennett  and  McBurney  was 
announced.  Brother  Nichols  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted  :  —  « 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  sincere  grief  at  the  loss  of  our  class- 
mate and  companion  Henry  Horton  McBurney,  whose  superior  al  ill — 
ties,  noble  character,  and  invariably  courteous  deportment,  commanded, 
during  the  entire  four  years  of  our  intercourse  with  him  at  college,  our 
admiration  and  respect.       • 

Resolved,  That  in  respectfully  tendering  our  heartfelt  sympathy  to  the 
bereaved  family  thus  suddenly  deprived  of  a  son,  husband,  and  father, 
we  beg  leave  to  express  to  them  our  high  appreciation  of  his  sterling 
integrity,  indomitable  energy,  and  rare  personal  qualities,  and  to  assure 
them  that  we  shall  always  hold  his  memory  in  respectful  and  affectionate 
remembrance. 

The  Secretary  offered  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  we  learn  with  deep  sorrow  that  our  classmate  John 
Richard  Dennett  has  finished  his  earthly  course.  We  have  known 
him  as  the  thoughtful  student  and  comrade  in  our  college  days,  the  poet 
chosen  to  grace  our  Class  Day  festivities,  and  in  later  years  have  looked 
with  pride  on  his  position  as  instructor  in  Harvard,  and  on  the  editorial 
staff  of  an  influential  paper.  What  he  said  or  wrote  in  the  classroom  or 
elsewhere  was  always  well  considered,  and  never  thoughtless.  His  work  is 
done,  and  we  may  well,  in  expressing  our  own  loss,  and  joining  in  sym- 
pathy with  his  family,  learn  from  his  course  lessons  of  lasting  good. 

The  verses  of  a  friend  were  read  :  — 

"  Kind  words  that  greater  kindness  still  implied 
From  one  unused  to  praise,  to  one  unknown 
To  him  and  to  the  world  where  he  had  grown 
LebS  wont  to  cheer  the  artist  than  to  chide ; 
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No.  i;o  Warren  Street,  Roxbury,  Boston. 

My  dear  Brigham,  —  I  avail  myself  of  the  first  leisure  half-hour 
to  respond  to  your  courteous  Circular  of  the  19th  inst.  It  appears  to 
be  desirable  that  some  more  definite  plan  should  be  adopted  with  refer- 
ence to  the  scope  of  these  our  Class  Reports.  For  instance,  I  am  at  a 
loss,  in  drawing  up  my  own  sketch,  whether  to  confine  my  remarks  to  the 
affairs  of  the  past  three  years,  or  whether  to  go  back  to  my  genealogical 
origin,  as  in  the  first  Report.  Nor  do  the  earlier  published  Reports  furnish 
any  guide  in  the  matter,  no  uniform  plan  having  been  hitherto  adopted,  or 
even  suggested.  My  own  idea  is,  that  each  Report  should  present  the 
entire  record  of  each  classmate,  including  even  those  deceased,  to  be 
published  at  rather  long  intervals,  say  once  in  ten  years  ;  then  at  shorter 
intervals,  say  once  in  two  or  three  years,  brief  unstitched  slips  could  be 
issued,  giving  the  intervening  history  of  the  classmates,  which  could  be 
contained  on  four  octavo  pages.  In  any  event,  however,  we  ought,  I 
think,  to  settle  upon  some  uniform  plan  to  be  followed  by  all.  Further- 
more, inasmuch  as  so  much  interest  has  of  late  been  developed  in 
genealogical  history,  I  wish  that  each  classmate  would  indicate  in  his 
individual  sketch  the  name  of  his  immigrant  ancestor,  or,  if  this  is 
unknown,  he  might  give  the  name  of  the  oldest  known  ancestor,  in  which 
way  those  of  us  who  like  myself  are  now  looking  up  old  town  records 
might  be  able  to  afford  invaluable  assistance  to  such  as  happen  to  have 
paid  no  attention  to  this  part  of  their  history. 

May  we  not  hope,  also,  that  our  next  Report  may  be  preceded  by  a 
longer  and  more  detailed  report  from  our  Secretary,  recounting  in  his 
usual  happy  vein  the  more  prominent  events  in  the  Class  history  that 
have  taken  place  since  the  year  1875  ?

*  CHARLES  CARROLL  BALCH.  Born  May  9,  1841. 
Died  Aug.  27,  1863.     [First  Report,  p.  9.] 

MURRAY  ROBERTS  BALLOU  reports  no  change. 
Is  still  president  of  the  Stock  Exchange. 

LUTHER  GUSTAVUS  BARRETT.  Born  at  Water- 
town,  Wednesday,  Dec.  5,  1838.  Fitted  at  Watertown  High 
School.  Entered  Newton  Theological  Institution  September, 
1862,  and  graduated  therefrom  June,  1865.  Ordained  at 
Watertown  Sept.  17,  1865.  Owing  to  ill-health,  spent  1865 
and  1866  in  travel,  —  largely  in  Europe.  Settled  as  pastor 
of  Baptist  Church  at  Weston  Dec.  1,  1867.  June  9,  1869, 
married  Mary  Annette  Hawkes  of  Chelsea.  Removed  to  pas- 
torate at  Winchester  Feb.  1,  1870,  which  he  resigned  in  Feb- 
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ruary,  1874,  spending  the  following  year  largely  in  the  South, 
with  his  sick  wife.  October,  1875,  accepted  pastorate  of 
Berean  Baptist  Church,  New-York  City.  March  16,  1877,  he 
buried  his  wife,  after  six  years  of  suffering.  Aug.  I,  1878, 
removed  to  pastorate  at  South  Abington,  Mass.,  which  he 
resigned  April  1,  1880.  At  Winchester,  March  26,  1870,  was 
born  Florence  Hawkes.  At  New  York,  Feb.  1,  1876,  was 
born  George  Ridley,  and,  Jan.  20,  1877,  Helen  Jeannette.'both 
dying  under  a  year.  Present  residence,  37  G  Street,  South 
Boston. 

*  WILLIAM  FRANCIS  BARTLETT  was  born  at  Ha- 
verhill, Mass.,  June  6,  1840.  His  father  was  Charles  Leonard 
Bartlett,  son  of  Bailey  Bartlett,  a  member  of  the  Congress  of 
1800.  His  mother  was  Harriet  Plummer.  After  his  birth, 
the  family  removed  to  Boston ;  and  he  fitted  for  college  at  the 
private  school  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Brooks.  When  the  Rebellion 
broke  out,  he  was  a  junior  in  college  ;  but  he  enlisted  as  private 
in  the  Fourth  Battalion  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia 
July  10, 1861.  He  was  commissioned  captain  of  the  Twentieth 
Massachusetts.  In  this  regiment  he  was  at  Ball's  Bluff  and  the 
siege  of  Yorktown,  and  at  the  latter  place  received  so  severe  a 
wound  as. to  demand  the  amputation  of  a  leg.  This  misfortune, 
so  far  from  damping  his  military  ardor,  seemed  to  increase  it, 
and  on  the  20th  of  September  he  took  command  of  Camp 
Briggs  at  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  collected  the  Forty-ninth  Regiment, 
was  commissioned  its  colonel  Nov.  10,  1862,  and  rode  through 
New  York  with  his  crutch  strapped  to  his  back.  He  was 
repeatedly  wounded,  and,  after  the  Forty-ninth  had  served  its 
time,  he  was  placed  in  command  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Regi- 
ment, Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  Aug.  17,  1863.  June 
22,  1864,  he  was  made  brigadier-general,  for  gallant  conduct 
at  Port  Hudson.  From  March  13,  1865,  brevet-major-general. 
Resigned  July  16,  1866.  Oct.  14,  1865,  he  married  Agnes 
Pomeroy,  daughter  of  Robert  Pomeroy,  Esq.,  of  Pittsfield. 
Soon  afterwards  he  formed  a  partnership  to  run  a  paper-mill  in 
Dalton.  This  business  he  carried  on  until  the  mill  was  burned,  in 
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1875.  At  the  same  time  he  became  manager  of  the  Pomeroy 
Iron-Works  in  West  Stockbridge.  In  the  spring  of  1866  he 
was  in  Europe,  and  returned  on  the  "Africa"  (with  the  Sec- 
retary) in  June.  He  became  interested  in  the  Powhatan  Iron- 
Works  of  Richmond,  Va.,  and  was  chosen  president  and  chief 
manager;  and  he  then  spent  his  winters  in  Richmond,  and  the 
summers  at  his  home  in  Pittsfield,  until  his  failing  health  for- 
bade  the  change.  The  failure  of  the  Tredegar  Iron-Works 
caused  the  suspension  of  the  Powhatan  Iron-Works,  which 
furnished  the  former  company  with  raw  material. 

On  his  return  to  civil  life,  his  patriotic  utterances  distin- 
guished him  no  less  than  his  warlike  exploits.  On  various 
public  occasions  he  spoke  wisely  and  bravely  for  the  true 
union  of  this  country  in  peace.  At  the  Centennial  Celebration 
of  the  battle  of  Lexington,  after  referring  to  the  noble  deeds 
of  Gen.  R.  S.  Ripley  in  restoring  the  flag  taken  from  the 
Fifty-Fourth  Regiment  at  Fort  Wagner,  in  July,  1863,  he 
said, — 

"  No  one  but  a  soldier  knows  what  it  would  cost  to  give  it  up,  unless 
compelled  by  loftier  motives  of  chivalrous  patriotism.  But,  when  Gen. 
Ripley  wrote  that  letter,  he  thought  not  of  self,  not  of  South  Carolina, 
nor  of  Massachusetts,  but  of  a  restored  and  united  country,  and  his 
heart  took  in  a  continent.  There  are  flags  in  that  sacred  hall  in  yonder 
Capitol,  around  which,  in  the  shock  of  battle,  I  have  seen  dear  friends  and 
brave  men  fall  like  autumn  leaves.  There  are  flags  there  that  I  cannot 
look  upon  without  tears  of  pride  and  sorrow.  But  there  is  no  flag  there 
which  has  to-day  for  us  a  deeper  significance,  or  that  bears  within  its 
folds  a  brighter  omen  of  'peace  on  earth,  good-will  to  men,'  than  that 
battle-stained  emblem  so  tenderly  restored  by  a  son  of  South  Carolina, 
whom  here,  in  the  name  of  the  soldiers  of  Massachusetts,  I  thank,  and 
greet  as  an  American  soldier.  As  an  American,  I  am  as  proud  of  the 
men  who  charged  so  bravely,  with  Pickett's  division,  on  our  lines  at  Get- 
tysburg, as  I  am  of  the  men  who  met  and  bravely  repulsed  them  there. 
Men  cannot  always  choose  the  right  cause;  but  when,  having  chosen 
that  which  conscience  dictates,  they  are  ready  to  die  for  it,  if  they  justify 
not  their  cause,  they  at  least  ennoble  themselves.  And  the  men,  who,  for 
conscience'  sake,  fought  against  their  government  at  Gettysburg,  ought 
easily  to  be  forgiven  by  the  sons  of  men,  who,  for  conscience'  sake,  fought 
against  their  government  at  Lexington  and  Bunker  Hill.  O  sir!  as 
Massachusetts  was  first  in  war,  so  let  her  be  first  in  peace,  and  she  shall 
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forever  be  first  in  the  hearts  of  her  countrymen  ;  and  let  us  here  resolve, 
that,  true  to  her  ancient  motto,  while  in  wars  ense petit placidam,  in  peace 
she  demands,  not  only  for  herself,  but  for  every  inch  of  this  great  coun- 
try, sub  libertate  quietem" 

Gen.  Bartlett  was  nominated  for  lieutenant-governor  on 
the  Democratic  ticket  in  1875,  but  declined  ;  and  the  same 
year  he  was  tendered  the  nomination  for  governor  by  the 
Republicans,  —  an  honor  he  also  refused.  His  health  «vas 
constantly  failing ;  and  he  died  on  the  morning  of  Dec.  17, 
1878,  at  his  home  in  Pittsfield. 

Twin-sons,  Robert  Pomeroy  and  William  Francis,  were  born 
at  Richmond,  Va.,  March  20,  1874;  a  daughter,  Edith,  at 
Pittsfield,  Sept.  24,  1876. 

ITHAMAR  WARREN  BEARD.  Since  I  last  reported 
to  you,  I  received  a  call  to  St.  Thomas  Church,  Dover,  N.H.,  a 
town  of  some  ten  or  twelve  thousand  inhabitants,  a  growing 
and  enterprising  place.  Ours  is  the  only  Protestant-Epis- 
copal Church  here,  —  a  pleasant  and  growing  parish.  I  began 
my  duties  here  as  rector  Nov.  1,  1876.  I  have  to  report  two 
additions  to  my  family,  —  Mary,  born  in  Dover  Nov.  14,  1876  ;

*  EDWIN  AUGUSTUS  LECOMPTE  was  born  in  Bos- 
ton Sept.  14,  1835.  As  his  name  suggests,  he  was  of  French 
extraction.  In  August,  1848,  he  received  a  Franklin  Medal 
at  the  Mayhew  School,  and  entered  the  High  School.  But 
business  changes  took  him  from  school;  and  in  February, 
1852,  he  went  into  the  store  of  Messrs.  Little,  Brown,  &  Co., 
booksellers,  where  he  remained  six  years.  In  July,  1853,  he 
joined  the  Harvard-street  Baptist  Church,  being  baptized  by 
the  Rev.  A.  H.  Burlingham,  and  from  this  time  his  sense  of 
duty  turned  his  thoughts  towards  the  ministry.  All  his  spare 
time  was  used  in  study  preparatory  to  a  college  course,  and  in 
September,  1857,  he  continued  his  studies  at  the  Pierce  Acad- 
emy, at  Middleborough,  Mass.  He  was  the  unanimous  choice 
of  the  class  for  chaplain,  —  an  honor  his  whole  college  course 
had  justly  entitled  him  to.  July  24,  1862,  he  married  Frances 
Eliza  Draper,  at  Windsor,  Conn.,  and  in  August  following 
was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Fourth-street  Baptist  Church, 
South  Boston.  Under  his  earnest  ministry  new  life  was 
given  to  this  society,  and  the  chapel  was  too  small  for  its  use. 
Nov.  16,  1865,  a  son,  Frank  Edwin,  was  born;  Aug.  17,  1868, 
a  daughter,  Adelaide  Frances.  In  January,  1869,  he  resigned 
his  pastorate  at  South  Boston,  and  was  settled  over  the  First 
Baptist  Church  at  Syracuse,  N.Y.  A  son,  Walter  Augustus, 
was  born  July  24,  1870.  September,  1874,  he  removed  to 
Lowell,  where  he  remained  pastor  of  the  Worthen-street 
Baptist  Church  until  June,  1879,  when  he  was  compelled  by 
severe  illness  to  resign,  his  resignation  taking  effect  in 
November  following.  In  January,  1880,  he  ceased  to  go  out  of 
doors.  His  disease,  consumption,  so  long  repelled,  gained  the 
mastery  of  his  body,  and  he  died  March  2,  1880,  in  his  library, 
among  his  books,  as  quietly  as  if  indeed  falling  asleep.  His 
last  words  were,  "  My  wife  and  children." 

His  former  church  in  Syracuse  sent  a  delegation  to  his 
funeral,   and    held    memorial   services.     At  Lowell  Rev.  Dr. 
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Eddy  preached  a  sermon  in  which  the  faithful  minister's  life 
was  sketched  with  loving  hand ;  and  his  remains  were  placed 
in  Forest  Hills.  "  The  characteristics  of  Mr.  Lecompte  as  a 
man  were  such  as  to  win  the  respect  of  men  who  were  not, 
and  the  love  of  men  who  were,  under  the  dominion  of  the 
Christian  faith.  Neither  conscious  nor  egotistic,  he  awak- 
ened no  corresponding  antipathy :  on  the  contrary,  he  was 
uncommonly  charitable  and  modest.  He  knew  too  well  the 
nature  of  the  Christian  spirit  and  the  requirements  of  good 
society  to  be  guilty  of  coarseness,  and  was  too  delicate  in 
conscience  to  be  guilty  of  intentionally  wounding  the  feelings 
of  another.  From  habits  to  which  some  good  ministers  are 
unfortunately  addicted,  and  which  are  so  contagious  among 
the  young,  he  was  free.  He  was  what  the  Christian  religion 
requires  every  man  to  be,  whether  in  the  ministry  or  out  of  it, 
—  a  gentleman  in  manners  and  habits.  As  a  Christian  our 
brother  attained  a  mellowness  of  spirit,  which,  while  it  may 
have  been  induced  partly  by  the  consciousness  of  his  phys- 
ical tendencies,  was  clearly  the  result  of  much  prayer  and 
much  study  of  the  inspired  guide-book,  as  was  also  his  habitual 
spiritual  fervor." 

EDWARD  DELANO  LINDSEY.  After  practising  as 
an  architect  in  New  York  for  ten  years,  with  plenty  to  do  at 
small  compensation,  leaving  me  poorer  at  the  end  of  the  ten 
years  than  when  I  began,  I  ended  by  working  at  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Equitable  Building  in  New  York,  and  at  its  entire 
renovation  and  redecoration  inside,  for  which  I  had  no  special 
credit,  my  name  never  having  been  officially  connected  with 
the  affair  as  architect.  However,  my  work  attracted  the 
attention  of  certain  officers  of  the  life-insurance  company,  who 
were  also  trustees  of  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  Princeton, 
and  I  was  appointed  in  the  summer  of  1876  to  the  newly- 
created  chair  of  Architecture  and  Applied  Art.  My  classes 
belong  especially  to  the  students  in  the  John  C.  Green  School 
of  Science,  —  our  technical  branch  of  the  college,  —  and  I 
lecture  on  art  from  an  aesthetic  point  of  view  to  the  seniors  in 
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the  academic  branch  as  well  as  those  in  the  school.  I  have 
made  some  progress,  I  think,  in  the  technical  branch,  and  my 
department  is  favorably  looked  upon.  . 

From  my  professional  training  it  was  deemed  wise  that 
I  should  have  charge  of  the  material  interests  of  the  college  ; 
and  I  divide  with  the  treasurer  the  entire  care  and  respon- 
sibility,—  a  heavy  burden,  as  we  have  sixty-five  acres  and  forty 
buildings,  mostly  large.  I  have  been  the  architect,  also,  of 
some  six  or  eight  structures  for  the  college  of  much  impor- 
tance, and  one  now  building  that  I  hope  will  prove  a  model 
dormitory. 

I  married  in  June,  1869,  Nellie  H.  Swift  of  New  Bedford  ; 
and  in  1873,  Jan.  13,  our  only  child,  Ellen  Rollins  Lindsey, 
was  born. 

JAMES  MILTON  LORING,  May  16,  1840,  born  six- 
teen miles  west  of  St.  Louis  (Charles  E.  Loring,  Mary 
Young  Loring,  parents,  yet  living).  1 844-1 854  attended 
grammar-schools  in  city  of  St.  Louis.  1854-1858  attended 
High  School  in  St.  Louis.  1 858-1 862  attended  Harvard  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  Mass.  1 862-1 863  read  law  in  office  of 
Glover  and  Shepley,  St.  Louis,  and  admitted  to  the  bar. 
1862-1864  wrote  for  St.  Louis  ''Mirror,"  and  "Republican." 
Oct.  26,  1864,  married  Miss  Albertine  Glyckherr,  St.  Louis. 
June  10,  1866,  Casimir  Glyckherr  born.  1866  organized 
St.  Louis  High  School  Alumni  Association,  and  became 
president  of  same.  1867  tour  with  wife  to  Chicago,  through 
Lakes  to  Montreal,  Boston,  Cambridge,  New  York,  and  return. 
May  9,  1868,  Hayden  Young  Loring  born.  1868  erected 
brick  dwelling-houses  in  St.  Louis.  1869  contributed  to 
"  Democrat "  article  on  ancient  mounds,  Mississippi  Valley. 
1870  erected  brick  dwelling-houses.  1 870-1 872  elected  and 
served  as  county  superintendent  of  public  schools  ;  held  four 
large  teachers'  institutes ;  delivered  lectures  on  meteorology, 
etymology,  and  other  subjects.  April  7,  1872,  Ethelyn  Winn 
Loring  born.  I  have  three  children  now  living :  one  born 
Feb.  14,  1870,  died.     1872-1875  reported  fine  arts  for  "  Dem- 
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ocrat"  1873  reported  for  same  paper  proceedings  of  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 
1873  erected  the  brick  dwelling-house  in  the  suburbs  of 
St.  Louis  where  I  now  live.  1876  erected  two  brick  stores  in 
St.  Louis.  Tour  to  Chicago,  Lakes,  Ogdensburg,  Saratoga, 
Boston,  Cambridge,  Philadelphia,  and  return.  1877  tour» 
^with  wife  and  three  children,  to  Denver,  Col.,  and  over  the 
range.  1878  tour  to  Lake  Superior,  Prince  Albert's  Landing, 
St.  Paul,  and  return.  1879  tour  to  St.  Paul  and  St.  Croix 
with  family.  Article  in  "Mirror"  on  the  system  of  Shak- 
speare's  dramas.
